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12. Ignition Lock Removal. Tumblers: 5 Split Wafer / 
Tumbler Positions: 1-5. 


13. Remove 2 (P-2) screws at steering wheel column 
shroud and remove column shroud. 


14. To remove transponder ring, remove 1 (P-2) 
screw. 


15. To remove ignition lock, remove 2 roll pins 
located on each side of the ignition lock.

Turn CCW on 1 (T-25) screw until lock/handle escution 
can be remove.
